From 1895 to 1958 French West Africa was a federation of eight 
French colonial territories in West Africa: Mauritania, Senegal, 
French Sudan (now Mali), French Guinea (now Guinea), Ivory 
Coast, Upper Volta (now Burkina Faso), Dahomey (now Benin) and 
Niger. 


The regions were the territories claimed by France and started un- ne r 

der military rule. Eventually the whole regions was transferredtoa > cdl, Af 
single governor stationed in Senegal. One of the first actions taken 
by the new government was to abolish slavery. 


In 1940 when France fell to Germany the region was divided be- 
tween Free France and the Vichy government, puppets of the Nazi 
regime. Up to this point, with the exception of a few cities, the peo- 
ple of these regions we not considered citizens rather they were 
subjects who essentially had no rights and could not own land. Af- 
ter WWII this changed and the region slowly morphed into the 
countries we have today but first they became smaller federations.
